Th,e directors decided to have 
the Fjndley mill dam rebuilt for 
the purpose of working this mine 
for the first time by the company 
since it has changed hands. Mr, 
John Jenkins has already made 
an estimate , of the number of logs 
it will take, the amoun,t of lum- 
ber required and turned it over to 
Mr. Bainbridge, who j,t js expect- 
ed, will let the log .contract put at 
an early day. 

The late rain has enabled, the 
Crown Mountain mine jfco run Its 
plant duriug the day, hav- 
ing an abundance of ore which 
shows up well, and jt is hoped 
that tbe drouth jus broken noy and 
jthajb this and all other plants in 
this section will soon be able to 
get in full time.
